WASHINGTON, Nov. 30— Fol­ 
lowing up their conference with 
President Roosevelt, congressional j 
leaders and fiscal experts today 
planned new taxes in 1941 to help 
pay for the national defense p ro -;

The decision to confine addition- j 
a1 taxation to future income, and I 
the assurance to American busi- 
ness that its present taxes will not j 
be disturbed was reached at a 
White House conference last night 
during which the President, con­ 
gressional leaders, and the fiscal 
experts found 
“an 
encouraging 
picture of the nation's fiscal out­ 
look.” 
Meeting with the President for I 
three and one half hours, the con­ 
ferees also agreed on a study de- j 
signed to eliminate overlapping of 
state and federal income taxes, j 
and to withhold formulation of a i 
definite program for new taxes 
until 
the 
treasury 
studies 
the 
March 15, 1941, income tax re­ 
turns, which will reflect, for the 
first time, the two $1,000,000,000 
tax bills passed by congress this 
year.

which began with dinner with the 
President, were Sen. Harrison (D) 
Miss., chairm an of the senate fi­ 
nance committee; Rep. Dough ton 
ID) N. C., chairm an of the house 
ways and means committee; Sec­ 
retary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau; A ssistant Secretary Sulli­ 
van; Budget Director Smith, and 
Sen George ID) Ga., chairman of 
a senate finance committee sub­ 
committee. 
Debt Limit Boost Talked 
Bearing on the discussion of 
monetary problems, and the busi­ 
ness outlook, Harrison said there 
was a discussion of the proposed 
increase in the debt limit to $65,- 
000,000,000 in the light of “ample

debt to pay for the national de­ 
fense program .” 
At the same 
time, Harrison

a sales tax to increase revenues 
in view of the President’s disap­ 
proval of this type of taxation a 
few hours earlier a t his press con­ 
ference.

The high percentage of Farm 
Bureau members in

as he denied that county fanners 
were willing to “scrap” the AAA 
program. 
Chairman Beggs did not deny, in 
fact, he indicated, that he believ­

should be made more flexable and 
localized to fit the community.

ASHINGTON— The inside story of the 
CIO convention was the dramatic duel 
of wits between the greatest showman in 
organized labor and the greatest' strate­ 
gist.

John L. Lewis, the mop-haired consum­ 
mate actor, boomed triumphantly through 
all the oratorical skirmishes and press 
headlines. 
Sidney Hillmann, the soft­ 
spoken master tactician, won the battle for 
control. 
During the first three days, Lewis held 
all the trump cards— plus the spotlight. 
Although he had promised to resign, he 
was bent on retaining a firm grip on Hie 
CIO helm. To this end he had packed the 
committees with left-wing henchmen and 
rigged the convention machinery so that 
he was boss of the show. 
With the stage carefully set, Lewis set 
out to provoke the Hillman-led Amalga­ 
mated Clothing and Textile Workers, the 
core of the opposition, to bolt the conven­ 
tion. 
That would have left the numerical­ 
ly stronger opposition helpless and barred 
the election of Phil Murray, who refused 
to take the CIO presidency unless assured 
of a free hand. 
With Murray out of the 
way, the left-wingers could have either 
“ drafted” Lewis or elected a complaisant 
stooge. 
This was Hie precarious situation when 
Hillman rushed to Atlantic City and took 
personal command of the battle. 
Thurs­ 
day afternoon, after a long night of con­ 
ferring, lie took the platform.

SMOKE A N D GAS 
IT was a great day for efficiency and 
* 
cleanliness when engineers started 
burning soft coal smoke by forced draft, 
instead of pouring it out to pollute the 
air, blacken the landscape and impair the 
breathing systems of vegetation and hu­ 
man beings. 
That wholesome process is 
not completed yet, but much progress has 
been made. 
It usually pays for itself, and 
leaves a net profit, by making practical 
use of the energy iii the smoke, whether 
in a big manufacturing plant or private 
home. 
Automotive engineers are now experi­ 
menting with a new automotive combus­ 
tion scheme for gasoline aircraft engines, 
which, while unlike this in principle, is a 
step in the same general direction. 
They 
use what they call “mechanical super­ 
charging” by which air is forced into an 
engine under high pressure, producing a 
bettor mixture of gas and air with addi­ 
tional power at high altitudes. 
This can 
be done by the use of a I iglu gear-shift 
unit. 
One company has succeeded in 
nearly doubling an engine’s horsepower. 
Experts say that still greater gains may be 
made in utilizing tile latent force of this 
wonderful fuel.

He took over 300 I 
photographs of sneezers at ex- | 
posures of 1/15000 of a second. ! 
The 
results 
showed 
that 
a 
sneezer really has power. A good j 
hearty sneeze—the kind that is t 
heard all over the theatre—has the 
power to send a droplet contain­ 
ing some cold virus forward at the 
rate of IOO miles an hour. That 
is about one-fourth as fast as the 
muzzle velocity of an ordinary .38 
calibre revolver. 
The bullets that the sneezer 
propels are tiny droplets of mois­ 
ture with diam eters of 1/16 to 
1/150 inch and evaporate very 
rapidly, 
leaving 
the 
germ 
or 
virus, or whatever it is, of colds 
to get in its work. For all we 
know, after a good muzzle-loading 
sneeze, this infectious m aterial 


may stay around in the atmos­ 
phere for hours. 
The range of a sneezer—how 
far the droplets go— may be twelve 
feet, and one sneeze may project 
five thousand droplets into the 
air, practically making a dense 
fog around the head of the sneez­ 
er and certainly making a halo 
around the head of the fellow in 
front. 
No sim ilar study of coughing 
has been made, but undoubtedly 
the findings would be similar. 
Cold Contagious 
The common cold is undoubted­ 
ly contagious and these studies un- 
<: »ubtedly show the mechanism by 
which it is spread. It would be 
hard to convince a person who has 
st en the photographs of the sneez­ 
ing cloud that comes out of the 
Freezer’s mouth that even a ton 
of orange juice would protect 
against this overwhelming inva­ 
sion. 
Certainly in common decency, 
sneezers and coughers should pro­ 
tect their neighbors and fellow- 
workets by holding a handkerchief 
in front of their faces during the 
paroxysm,

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“THE COMPROMISOR” 
A pet taunt of Hillman’s left­ 
wing foes is that he is a compro­ 
miser. They are right and wrong. 
Hillman is a compromiser on de­ 
tails, but never on principles. 
It was “compromises0 such as 
the one at Atlantic City which 
beat the unbeatable Lewis that 
have won Hillman the deserved 
reputation of being the most as­ 
tute strategist In organized labor, 
and that have built the Amalga­ 
mated Clothing Workers into one 
of the six most powerful unions 
in the country. 
Old 
Amalgamated 
associates 
are fond of the story of a Hillman 
compromise that 23 years ago won 
the fledgling union its first ma­ 
jor victory. 
The union, only one year old, 
had gone on strike for more pay 
and after a costly fight the em ­ 
ployers finally agreed to arbitrate. 
A neutral chairman was appoint­ 
ed, and he opened the meeting by 
bluntly 
asking 
the 
employers. 
“Well, what’s your offer?” 
After a hurried huddle they an­ 
nounced, hesitantly, “A one dollar 
raise.” 
“We’ll take it.” snapped Hill­ 
man with a suddenness that made 
the employers blink. It also caused 
some of the union officials, later, 
to question Hillman’s judgment. 
They said that if he had held out, 
more might have been obtained. 
“Yes, wre probably could have 
got more,” Hillman replied, “but 
what good would that have been 
if it made the shops move to ano­ 
ther town where we are not yet 
organized? These shops can’t pay 
more than $1 at present. When 
the bosses can afford more, w e’ll 
make them give it.” 


BA N K ER A N D B U SIN E SS M AN 
Hillman and his little union have 
gone a long way since then. They 
got a lot more from the bosses, 
and then also gave back a lot. 
The clothing industry is one of * 
the most stable in the country; 
the union has never broken an 
agreement; it has loaned money, 
once $200,000, to owner to keep 
factories operating; and has vol­ 
untarily reduced wages when hard \ 
times hit. 
Fifty-three years old, slender, 
with 
his curly 
black hair 
un­ 
touched 
by gray, Hillman 
looks 
and 
dresses like a 
conservative 
business man. Nothing about him % 
suggests the traditional labor lead­ 
er. His one passion is work. 
For many years he has fought 
employers 
to reduce the 
work­ 
week. 
The base 
week of 
the 
Amalgamated is 35 hours. But a v 
12-hour day is a normal one for 
Hilman, and it’s a rare Sunday 
when he doesn’t spend at least a 
few hours at a desk. Some years 
ago, in the midst of a bitter or­ 
ganization battle in Philadelphia, % 
he was ordered to a hospital for 
an operation. Four hours after he 
emerged from the ether he held 
a council-of-war at his bedside. 
Ordinarily calm and unruffled, 
Hillman has two violent aversion U 
—unauthorized strikes and Com­ 
munism. He has fought them re­ 
lentlessly throughout his career, 
with the doctrine that labor m ust 
be “industry conscious”. Hillman 
believes * ire helping industry 
to 
operate 
efficiently and 
prosper­ 
ously so that labor can demand a 
greater share of the profits. 
“We cannot ask from industry 
more than it can afford to give,” 
he says. “That’s a Communistic % 
practice—to disrupt an industry. 
When labor does that it defeats 
itself.” 


HILLMAN & KNUDSEN 
Several 
months after 
Hillman * 
had been appointed to the Defense 
Commission, 
his fellow 
member 
William Knudsen, former General 
Motors boss and another one-time 
immigrant boy, remarked admir­ 
ingly, “Sidney, you know as much \ 
about business as I do.” 
“Well, I ought to know some­ 
thing about it, Bill,” was the quiet 
answer. “My union owns and ope­ 
rates two banks and several large 
low-cost housing projects for our * 
members, and we collaborate very 
closely with factory owners in re­ 
gulating the industry.” 
Hillmna also might have added 
that as head of this large orga­ 
nization he received a salary of v 
$7,500 a year—less than a third of 
that paid Lewis and about one- 
twelfth of Knudsen’s check.
